The proscects of such agreement are 
not improved, r.or are the incentives to potential proiiferators 
minimized, if the permanent members themselves continue to test 
nuclear weacors, and continue to disagree about the importance of 
an end to testinc.

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Some members of the 'nuclear five' may insist that a few mere 
nuclear tests are needed to be prepared for a CT3. It is my 
conclusion, basec on my recent evaluation cf the safer/ of the U.S.

tests. As few as ‘cur would mes: prebabiy suffice, anc those could 
be ccmpietec wthm three years.
